To afford (ho greatest amount of good to 


tlie largest number of people ia llio first mid 
IflSiiimato aim of civil government. Tbe sub- 
ject toilers surrender to tlio cxeculivc, to a 
very considerable extent at least, llio right of 
regulating aad supervising matters which re- 
late most essentially to their everyday per- 
sonal comfort and domestic economies; of 
affairs which aflect their savings and income, 
and their expenditures; nay, their very health 
and the lives of their children. In proportion 
as the people believe that the government esti- 
mates tho value of the trust which they conSde 
to its care, so far have they confidence in the 
government. 
Let the administration once 


commence to avoid, to evade, to shirk, or 
io abnegate its duly toward the people, 
and jnst inasmuch as is the lapsus on 
tho part of the rul'ng power, will the 
bond which unites it to the community bo 
shaken and society at large receive a shook. 
The repetition of such shocks, springing from 
such a cause, produces national demoraliza- 
tions. A demoralized nation cannot be a pow- 
erful nation. It will either succumb at tho 
footstool of a home tyranny or fall a victim to 
foreign force, foreign intrigue or a foreign 
moneyed Power. It is, consequently, abso- 
lutely necessary, both for the present well 
being and future strength of a country, that its 
government should be vigilant, active, inde- 
pendent and above, and perhaps, before all, 
honest. 
No class interest, no party, no fac- 


tion, no family consideration should be per- 
mitted to come between the governing autho- 
rity and those who are governed. 


Having premised thus much in the reitera- 


tion and commendation of a grand cardinal 
principle which regulates the vitality of the 
social superstructure, it is almost needless to 
assert that we think that there should be no 
"rings"—"rings" commercial, "rings" trading, 
"rings" manufacturing, market "rings," or 
shop "rings." "Rings" political are equally 
injurious as any of the others, and ''rings" 
legislative absolutely ruinous; for if the par- 
liam:ntary expression becomes at all tainted 
ilie corrupt tongue is made to utter a citizen 
approval of everything which ia false and bad 
as it is sent forth from the centre of each aad 
everyone of the '-rings'' to bear injury and 
loss to the people, and very frequently 
pauperize them to the extreme circumfer- 
ence of the territory, to the utmost limit of 
the pablie domain. 
Such has been the 


result at every stage of the world's history 
when the great staples of man's subsistence 
have been sported with by tyrants or preyed 
on by the members of voracious corporations. 
The ancient Kornans beheld Caligula building 
bridges from Baize to Puteoli, more than a 
league In length, the pontoons of which were

There is no lifd, no principle, no honesty in 


all this. 
American wool growers, manufac- 


turers, storekeepers, employers and work- 
men—the American people, men, women and 
children—suffer en masse, and all for the 
reason that a band of unseen and almost un- 
known monopolists may fatten and flourish at 
their expense. 
If the people tolerate this 


system oT special legislation much longer the 
very lifeblood of the nation will be drained 
away silently.

From t'asse letters we are strongly 
dra-srn to the conclusion that the great problem 
is solved, and that, perhaps, a few yeara 
hence, our trading vessels between New Tori 
and San Francisco, by crossing the isthmus 
from the Gulf of Dariea. will entirely cut off 
and save the lone, ted'ous and daagoroas cir- ' 
cuit of Cape Eorn and the Soith American 
Continent. 


We hare heretofore regarded the Nica- 


ragua route as immeasurably the most feasible, 
the raoss invisiag and the most advantageous 
of all the isthmus routes proposed for a shin 
canaL Between New York and San Francisco 
it is over s. thousand miles shorter than the 
proposed Dariea route; and a British engi- 
neer, Captaia Pym, Royal Navy, after a careful 
exploration of the Nicaragua route, has esti- 
mated that a ship canal, with loots, may 
here be opened between the two oceans 
at the small expense of about twenty millions 
of dollars. The dividing- plateau (that occu- 
pied by the great lakes Nicaragua and Jlaaa- 
gua) is only three hundred fcet above the sea 
level. The distance between Lake Nicaragua 
and the Pacific is fifteen miles, which by this 
route is all the canal excavation that will be 
absolutely necessary; for from the outlet of 
ihe lake on its eastern side (ihe San Juan 
river) the river, by locks and dams, may be 
made navigable to the Atlantic for the largest 
ships ail the year round. Louis Napoleon (the 
present exile at Wilhelois:.ohe) was so fasci- 
nated —ith the commanding advantages of this 
route that he said the Power which, vritii a 
ship caaal, sha'i hcreajier ho'.d those two 
lake?, Nicaragua and Managua, wilt hold 3 
dominating nsval and coasaorcial position ia 
toe West equal lo t;ai of Constantinople in 
ihe East—that, in short, tbe l.ttb town of 
ilassaya, between those aforesaid lakes, is 
destined to be the Constantinople of America.

"Political InfillITIre" in tho Courts. 


A caso tried in the United Stated Circuit 


Court yesterday revealed, to some extent, the 
effect which "political influence" has upon the 
course of justice, though that influence has 
never yet extended to the federal bench. A 
man named Joseph Hartnelt, a letter carrier, 
Who had been indicted for stealing money 
letters from, the Post Office, was found guilty 
of that offence—an offence of a very common 
character in the postal departments of this 
city. 
The Assistant District Attorney, in 


gumming up the case, took occasion to observe 
that letter carriers, appointed to their situa- 
tions through political influence, 
expected 


that, when they got into trouble through 
violating the Post Office laws, they would be 
saved from the consequence of their illegal 
acts by the friends who had procured them 
their places. If this "political influence" can 
override the verdict's of juries and the sentences 
imposed on crimin' Is by judges, it is very evi- 
dent that we are, indeed, in a dangerous condi- 
tion. Men who hold public office should hold it, 
not beeaase they have political friends to keep 
them there, but because they are hoaest, taith- 
fnl and trustworthy in the discharge of their 
duties. If eniploy-s in the Post Office indulge 
In theft, in the hops thai when they are found 
out their political friends can free them from 
difficulty, they should consider that, before the 
jfudges and juries in, the United States courts, 
they must be first branded as criminals, an- 
^7ortliy the confidence of all honest, well-dis- 
posed men. In his charge to the jary, in the 
case of Hartnett, Judge Woodruff declared 
that man who expectecl to find mercy after they 
liad broken the law deliberately would fled 
themselves greatly deceived, so far as the court 
waa concerned, 
A little more of this leaven 


of law and justice introduced into our State 
courts would prove ot infinite benefit to the 
vhole community.

certainly enter Paris on Wednesday (to- 
morrow), notwithstanding the efforts to induce 
them not to enter. They will, however, eva- 
cuate the city immediately upon the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace. 


THE OCCUPIED QTTAP.TEE. 


The Prussian forces will occupy the left (?) 


bank of the Seine. According to the agree- 
ment between the authorities no Frenchmen 
in uniforms are to be allowed to enter the por- 
tion of the city occupied by the German army. 
It will, in fact, be surrounded by barricades 
which will effectually prevent ingress or 
egress. 


THE PRICE OF B3LFOET. 


It is stated that the price paid to save Bel- 


fort to France was the entrance of the "Ger- 
mans into Paris. It was not until 5T. Thiers 
had consented to this humiliation that Count 
Bismarck consented to abandon Ms demand 
for Bclfort and the adjacent territory. 


LOJfG SBGOTIA.TIOSS. 


Eeferring to this subject the Paris Patrie 


says that the question of the entry of the Ger- 
man army into Paris occupied the attention of 
the peace negotiators ten times longer than 
the questions of territorial cession and war 
indemnity.

Sin—During the past weeK tno people of Pans 


have been patiently ana quietly awaiting revictual- 
ment and agitating tlie question or the election ot 
members to tae .Rational Assembly, wliicn 13 to 
convene at Bordeaux on tbe 12tli mat. 


Small quantities ot provisions na^e commenced 


coming m to-day. The flrst train contained supplies 
sent by the population or Lonaon to tlie population 
or Pans. These supplies have been distributed 
among the twenty arronaissements !n proportion to 
iheir respective population, and are to be given out 
only to tlie most necessitous. It will be but a short 
time, I Iiope, before au can be reasonably 
supplied. Ihe lower classes In tue city liave, during 
the last months or tue siege, suffered untold 
miseries or cold and hunger and with a patience 
and fortitude which does them great credit.-In- 
deed, the suffering or all classes has been very 
great and it might be said that all classes have sus- 
tained the sufferings and privations of the siege in 
a manner that must excite the wonder and admira- 
tion of the world. 


Sow that the siege is over I am thanKful that I 


hare remained through. It all, for I believe I have 
been of some service to tue interests with which 
I have been charged. It is with pleasure that I am. 
enabled to state that I have succeeded m protecting; 
all American property In Paris and that no 
harm has come to any ot our Americans 
who have remained here. Tals statement must be 
qnaliCed, however, so as noc to apply to the young 
American, Mr. Swagar, wuo lost His life by having 
his loot torn to pieces by a Prussian shell, and to 
the two young men. whose property was destroyed 
by the bursting of a shell in tuelr apartments la the 
Latin quarter. 


Several attempts were made to interfere wltu 


American property at different times, out 1 mast ao 
the government ol the national defence the creflif to 
say tnat they nave treated all such matters as I have 
deemed it necessary to bring to their .attention with 
the utmost fairness and consideration. In the flrst 
place It was proposed to quarter the Garde llobile In 
the American apartments; but upon an application to 
M. Gambetta, then Minister o£ the Interior, he gave au 
oruer tlias IE ssould not be done. Afterwards the 
city authorities proposed a special tax upon the 
apartments of the absent, wfiich bore very heavily 
npoa our countrymen. I nad a correspondence 
with AI. Jules Favre upon the subject, wliich I liad 
the Honor to transmit you, aud by which yon will 
have seen that the city authorities were overruled 
and the tax not enforced. Then It was proposed to 
put the refugees from tue neighboring villages who 
had come luto Paris into the apartments of some of 
the Americans. I resisted that, aud the Intention 
was not carried out, aud (Then ths bombardment 
took place and the people from that part of the city 
exposed 
to

were driven ou^

the vacant apartments In other parts of the 
city. a!any ot the apartments of the' Americans 
were threatened In this wav, but I gave oiders that 
in no case would I consent to have furnished apart- 
ments of Americans occupied in this manner, and I 
aai happy to say that no apar'meut has thus been 
occupied. And. lastly, alter the armistice was de- 
clared and all ths troops came Into the city another 
attempt was made to quarter soldiers and officers 
also lu the vacant apartments of Americans, out I 
protested agalust tnat and no apartment lias yet 
been occnnled in that way. I hope, therefore, that | 
whea our country people return to their homes la j 
I'uns tney will find e vcrythmg in aa good condition 
as when they lefc. 


Terv little damage lias been done to the property 


of the people of otner nationalities with whose pro- 
tection I have been charged. At one early period 
the Souse of a German, 3Ir. Hedler, was invaded by 
tlie Garde Mobile In search of Prussian spies, aud 
some damage was done to tue furniture. Upon my 
representation or the matter to the government, 
Count ae Keratry, who was then the Prelect of Po- 
lice, took the affair promptly m hand, brought the 
offending parties to pumtiiraeat, aud nennittcd 
agents selected by me to assess the damages, which 
were promptly paid. Immediately after tne Break- 
Ing out of tae war I toot under my protection the 
masniflcent hotel of the Prussian Embassy In the 
Rue de Lille- Ail of the persons who nad charge of 
It down to the co;icters<z"c Ead been expelled from 
France, and as it seemed to be the objective point 
of tne SostiHiy of the Parisian population. I had 
grcai fears for its safety. I at once placed it under 
the charge of aa American Irlcnd in Paris, who has 
exercised » most vigilant guardianship over it and 
protected it from all Harm. 
WWle there Das been a cood deal of hostility 
against me amonz a certain number of the popula- 
tion of Parts doimc too siesre, and vrniie I have beca 
assailed la the clubs and lu She newspapers on ac- 
count of my prolecaon of she Germans.

Zenea, charged by the Cubans with being a 


Spanish spy, but held as an insurgent by the 
Spaniards, la still in prison In the Cabana, 
and his trial progresses slowly. No doubt ho 
came to Cuba with a safe conduct from the 
Spanish Minister at "Washington, and that the- 
Spaniards are bound in good faith to protect 
him f but there is a strong desiro among 
the volunteers for his death, and great 
pressure is brought to bear upon Yaliaaseda 
for condemnation. Zenea was implicated in 
the attempted revolution of 1851, and was 
then doomed to death, bat escaped to the 
United States. Now the court which is trying 
him is seeking to compel him to prove that he 
was pardoned at the time, hoping to shirk the 
effect of the safe conduct, and condemn him for 
the offence committed twenty years ago.

launch and landed safely oa boaid the Guaid. The 
resale of the lecoancsisance was suffluent to Indi- 
cate that the route in this direction, wmoii Is nearly 
parallel to the Cacailca, is also fcasUle. 'ihe sur- 
vey will be regularly coauaeuced la a lew dajs.
